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Greenwich to host international regatta in 2014 
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LONDONERS have backed 
calls for a new bridge 
as one of two new river 
crossings in SE London. 

Thousands responded to 
a Transport for London 
consultation with 71 per cent 
backing proposals for a fixed 
link at Gallions Reach in 
Thamesmead. 

The survey results, 
published by TfL last week, 
also show support for a 
new road tunnel between 
Silvertown and Greenwich 
Peninsula. 

TfL is now considering the 
findings and planning further 
more detailed consultation.

She was born 155 years ago, and 
lived at Well Hall from 1899 to 1922. 
And on Thursday - her birthday - 
three sculptures depicting mythical 
characters from her books were 
unveiled in the Pleasaunce by 
children’s writer Dame Jacqueline 
Wilson, BBC Radio 2 presenter Simon 
Mayo and Cllr Peter Kotz, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for culture 
and creative industries. 

Dame Jacqueline has paid tribute to 
Edith Nesbit’s ‘Five Children and It’ 
with her own modern re-working of 
the story, ‘Four Children and It’, which 
has just come out in paperback. Her 
book also features the Psammead - one 
of the new statues. 

Simon Mayo hosted a live webcast 
with Jacqueline which was broadcast 
from the Tudor Barn and streamed 
live into hundreds of classrooms 
nationwide. 

The sculptures were commissioned 
by the Friends of Well Hall Pleasaunce 
from Cornish artist Reece Ingram. 
Each one is carved from a single trunk 
of sweet chestnut. They are part of a 
£25,000 upgrade of the park funded 
by the SITA Trust under the Queen 
Elizabeth II Jubilee Fields in Trust 
award scheme. 

Sue King, chair of the Friends, said: 
“We are absolutely delighted that the 
history and culture of Well Hall will 
be kept alive with these imaginative

sculptures. Edith Nesbit is one of our 
leading authors and she wrote her 
most famous works while living at 
Well Hall.” 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “Edith Nesbit is one 
of Eltham’s most famous residents 
and remains a much-loved figure in 
the area today. These sculptures will 
help to commemorate her time living 
in Well Hall, which also resembles a 
location in her book The Red House. 
We hope they will encourage more 
young people to pick up one of her 
books from the borough’s libraries.” 

The event included a mass picnic 
for about 80 Eltham primary school 
children who received signed copies of 
‘Four Children and It’. 

They included 11-year-olds Destiny 
Al-Shaibi and Ksenija Kalasnikova 
from Haimo. Destiny said: “She was 
happy to sign my book.

Ksenija 
said: “She read part of her book to us, 
and I thought it was really interesting.”

Tax rebate 
email scam 

TAXPAYERS who receive an email offering 
a tax rebate could fall foul of online con 
artists, royal borough trading standards 
have warned. The fraudulent email says an 
error in calculation entitles the addressee to 
a tax rebate of £244.79 and asks for details 
so that the amount can be credited to their 
bank account. They're then invited to click a 
link to download a tax return form. Trading 
standards experts say HMRC would never 
send notifications of a tax rebate by email, 
or ask the public to disclose personal or 
payment information by email. 

A royal borough officer said: "The public 
should not select links in emails. If in doubt, 
close the browser, reopen it, and type the 
web address directly into the address bar. 

If there is any doubt that an email they 
receive from HMRC is genuine, they can 
forward it to phishing@hmrc.gsi.gov.uk" 


Survey shows 
support for 
fixed river 
crossing at 
Thamesmead

RESIDENTS, motorists and business 
leaders have pledged strong support 
for two new fixed river crossings in 
south-east London. 

A majority who took part in Transport 
for London’s public consultation want to 
see a new tunnel at Greenwich Peninsula 
and new bridge at Thamesmead. More 
than three-quarters are in favour of 
the Silvertown Tunnel, and more than 
seven in ten support a link at Gallions 
Reach 

The results are a major boost for the 
Bridge the Gap campaign, led jointly by 
the royal borough and Newham Council. 
Both authorities are convinced that 
new crossings are the only way to ease 
the daily traffic snarl-ups and open up 
the region to economic growth. Many 
businesses agree the new crossings 
are needed to grow the area’s future 
prosperity. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “We welcome these 
findings as demonstrating clear and 
very strong support for the campaign. 
It’s quite clear that a majority support 
both a tunnel at Silvertown and a bridge 
at Gabions Reach - something for which 
both authorities have argued strongly. 

“While we respect the concerns of 
those opposed to tolls, we recognise 
that these essential crossings cannot be 
financed without them. We believe that 
tolls, if operated intelligently, can act as 
an effective measure for managing both 
demand and congestion. We stand ready 
to assist Transport for London in the 
work necessary to bring these crossings 
to the next stage of development.” 

Transport for London confirmed 
there will be further consultation on 
the economic, environmental and 
traffic management implications of the 
proposed crossings before the plans are 
taken further. 

Sir Robin Wales, Mayor of Newham, 
said, “It remains our firm view that these 
crossings are essential to maximising 
the economic growth and employment 
potential of the Royal Docks and the 
Greenwich Waterfront. 

“We are disappointed further 
consultation may be needed as the 
support for both fixed crossings is 
clearly overwhelming so we would urge 
Transport for London to progress these 
plans as quickly as possible.” 

Michele Dix, TfL’s Managing 
Director of Planning, said: “We have 
delivered very significant public 
transport improvements providing 
better connections across the Thames 
in south and south-east London. 
However, with London’s population 
potentially reaching 10 million by 2031, 
we recognise the importance that will 
be placed on transporting goods and 
services throughout east and south-east 
London.”

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Insulation 
program 
works 
for all

WHILE much of my work as MP for 
Greenwich and Woolwich requires me 
to be at Westminster while Parliament 
meets, I try to ensure that Fridays are 
kept for constituency visits. 

This enables me to keep in touch with local 
organisations and see at first hand many 
of the exciting activities taking place in our 
community. 

One such visit I made recently was to see 
the very impressive insulation works carried 
out to around 1,000 homes in Charlton. 

The programme involved new exterior 
cladding fitted to all the older properties 
in the area covered by Charlton Triangle 
Homes, including the Cherry Orchard and 
Springfield Grove estates, Harold Gibbons 
and Mascalls Courts. 

The works were funded partly by Charlton 
Triangle Homes and partly by the 
Community Energy Saving Programme, 
which sadly has now finished. 

Fortunately Charlton Triangle Homes were 
able to get over £7million funding from this 
source before it closed. 

The works will ensure better insulated 
homes and reduced fuel bills for local 
residents. This is by any measure a success 
story. It helps reduce carbon emissions 
so contributing to a greener environment 
while at the same time making it easier and 
cheaper for local residents to keep warm in 
winter. 

The design of the new cladding has also 
made a big impact on the appearance of the 
estates. I was very struck by the number 
of local residents who commented on how 
their homes had benefitted from the 'face 
lift' they have received. 

When planning the works, Charlton Triangle 
Homes and Mears, the contractor, also 
arranged for a number of local residents 
to benefit from the opportunity to acquire 
skills and work experience. 

A special training programme was set 
up with a local construction training firm 
Flowerskills, as a result of which 20 local 
residents were able to take part, five of 
whom have been employed to do further 
environmental improvement works. 

At a time when we face very serious 
economic challenges and far too many 
people in Greenwich and Woolwich 
are without employment, imaginative 
schemes like this which improve living 
conditions, and create job opportunities are 
a beacon of hope. When the next session 
of Parliament opens, I will be pressing the 
government to support more initiatives of 
this kind.

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ROYAL borough staff played 
estate agents for a special group of 
househunters on a series of property 
viewings last week. 

They accompanied a group of senior 
residents to view sheltered housing 
schemes across the borough. 

The over 55s are having to move from 
seven sheltered schemes which are 
no longer fit for purpose, and the royal 
borough is supporting them to find 
new homes. 

It’s all part of royal borough housing 
plans for older people which include 
upgrading sheltered schemes and 
developing new ‘senior living homes’ 
offering modern, purpose-built 
accommodation. 

Last Tuesday a dozen elderly 
househunters went on the latest 
royal borough coach tour 
of sheltered housing 
schemes calling in at 
Hider Court and 
Minnie Bennet 
House in 

Charlton. 

They spoke to 
managers who 
explained 
what 
facilities and 
activities 
were on 

offer and 

toured the 
buildings 
after lunch. 

The tours 
offer a chance 
to see what the 
schemes offer 
before they choose 
their preference. 

“We try to meet their 
first choice and 99 per 
cent of the time we have 
done that,” explained 
Annie Abbott, project 
officer. 

The support package for elderly 
movers includes help packing and 
unpacking, a handyperson to remove 
and fit fixtures such as curtain 
poles, and help with paperwork and 
transferring utility bills. 

The can also get a range of other 
support from Advocacy for Older 
People in Greenwich, a charity working 
in partnership with the council on the 
sheltered housing programme. 

Seventy-two-year-old John Williams 


and his partner Margaret, 69, are 
moving from their current Woolwich 
home after three years. 

The grandad-of-four said: “We’ve 
been around a few places and some 
are nice. You want things as what 
you’re used to.” 

Sixty-eight-year-old Felicia Bawala 
is looking forward to a slightly bigger 
place than the studio hat where she’s 
lived for nine years, and said: “I am 
very happy in my own space and I 
just want a quiet place as I do a lot of 
reading. 

“The council has gone out of their 
way to help us and are supporting us 
at every stage.” 

Mum-of-six Dolores Albayaty, 71, 
moved into her one bedroom hat four 
months ago. She said: “I chose 
this place because it has 
a bit of patio and I like 
being able to sit 
out. I didn’t want 
to move but I 
got help with 
everything. I 
join in with 
anything 
that’s 
going on, 
it’s very 
sociable 
and I’ve 
made 
friends.” 
Cllr Steve 
O f f o r d , 
the royal 
borough’s 
cabinet 
member for 
housing said: 
“These coach 
tour viewings 
for tenants, whose 
schemes are closing, 
are among the many 
initiatives we are 
running to help over 
55s with the housing options available 
to them as part of our new housing 
provision for elderly residents. 

“Our aim is to ensure elderly movers 
get all information and support they 
need to make the right choices for 
them.”

ENTHUSIASTIC local people 
are turning a patch of disused 
land at Charlton station into 
an attractive growing area for 
vegetables and flowers. 

The newly-formed group of 
volunteers and their families call 
themselves ‘Charlton Community 
Gardens’, and want people to come 
together to grow food organically 
on “unused and unloved” spaces. 
They are asking both experienced 
gardeners and newcomers to join 
them to install raised beds and 
plant and tend the plots. 

The Mayor of Royal Greenwich, 
Cllr David Grant, officially 
launched the station garden by 
planting a grape vine during a 
ceremony last Wednesday evening 
(May 1). He was j oined by volunteers 
and their families, representatives 
from the Southeastern railway, 
and other local councillors. 

Judy Wolfram, chair of the 
community gardens’ management 
committee, said: “Our aimisto bring 
in more local people as volunteer 
helpers. A demonstration garden 
is being created to illustrate edible 
gardening in a relatively small 
area. Much of the garden space 
under the canopy entrance of the 
station has been cleared. 

“More changes will be seen this 
spring and summer, including 
the planting of a herb garden, 
vegetables and salads in raised 
beds, and a wild flower garden 
to nourish the bees and the 
butterflies.” 

She added: “We’ve made 
enormous progress clearing out 
the weeds and shrubs, with such 
a lot of digging and lopping and 
litter picking. Special thanks to 
everyone who worked so hard and 


to Troughton and Delafield Road 
residents who lent us their green 
bins for getting rid of our green 
waste.” 

The project is being funded with 
help from the Royal Horticultural 
Society and a bursary from the 
National Gardens Scheme. 

The group and Greenwich 
Community College will be 


holding the ‘Family Learning 
Seed Planting’ event on Saturday 
(May 11) between 11am and 1pm. 
Parents and children will be 
decorating pots, and learning 
to plant seeds to take home to 
nourish into plants.

Making a lasting difference 
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THE largest regatta of tall ships 
in London for 25 years will arrive 
in Greenwich in September 2014. 

More than 40 large vessels and 
hundreds of smaller boats are 
expected in the flotilla that starts in 
Falmouth in Cornwall and finishes 
in SE10. 

The regatta was confirmed with the 
signing of a deal between the royal 
borough and the race organisers, 
Sail Training International, last 
week (pictured right). 

Leader of the royal borough, Chris 
Roberts said: “Royal Greenwich 
boasts the longest river front in 
London making it the best place to 
host the regatta. It will also provide 
opportunities for local young people 
to experience sailing for themselves, 
and a boost to the local economy.” 

STI’s Paul Bishop told GT: “There 
will be two days of competitive 
racing before the boats arrive in 
Greenwich - where everyone can 
meet and gather in more informal 
surroundings. Last year we were in 
Dublin, Lisbon and Cadiz, and had 
over a million visitors.” 

Many of the boats are to be crewed 
by inexperienced sailors picked 
by the STI charity - and there’s the 
chance for young people from the 
borough to get involved. 

“The whole ethos of Sail Training 
is that we get younger people on 
board who have to work the ship,” 
Paul said. “There are no automatic 
winches to put the sails up, they have 
to work as a team to keep it moving, 
to keep it clean, and do the cooking.” 

But no experience on boats is 
necessary, he says. 

“A lot of the crews who sail from 
Falmouth will not have sailed before, 
and it’s the opportunity for young 
people to take up the challenge. As 
part of the contract with the host 
port, we ask them to recruit trainee 
sailors. So there will be a recruitment 
process for the area. 

“Even if they’ve only set foot on 
the Woolwich Ferry, there will be the 
captain and the officer on board who 
are fully trained. If people want an 
adventure and have a willingness to 
work hard, they’ll have an experience 
that they’ll remember for the rest of 
their lives.” 

The contract that cements next 
year’s event was signed on board 
The Lady of Avenel, a 104-ft ship 
which was part of the diamond 
jubilee pageant and the Cutty Sark 
reopening ceremonies in 2012. 

Skipper Jim Dines told GT: “When 
we were looking for a name for the 
ship we wanted something relevant 
to Greenwich. The Lady of Avenel 
was a training ship that was owned 
by Wilfred Dowman, who then went 
on to own the Cutty Sark.” 

Jim’s firm - TS Rigging - fitted out 
the Cutty Sark ahead of her relaunch 
last year. “We put in 14 miles of rope 
and 11 miles of wire,” he said. 

Catherine, Jim’s wife of 13 years 
also works on board along with 
Stefan Fritz, who has the special 
licence needed to sail on the Thames. 
“To be honest, there are no really 
big challenges in sailing up the 
Thames,” Stefan said. “We did a lot 
of training here last year - we used 
the pubs along the river to help us 
remember the different parts of the 
route.” 

And there’s a taster of things to 
come, when Sail Royal Greenwich 
returns this summer, giving public 
and hospitality cruises from August 
28 to September 1, with tall ships 
moored at Woolwich Pier.

Unhinged 
production 
is top brass 

IT was an eerily cold Wednesday night. 
Entering the quiet, dimly lit car park to see a 
play about intrigue and murder did nothing 
to lighten the mood. With nerves jangling 
we settled to our seats.. .and then the acting 
blew us away. The writing wasn't bad either. 

Alan Ayckbourn's Communicating Doors, 
performed by the Roan Theatre Company 
was ambitious and funny and dark. It was like 
Psycho with humour. 

Three women are locked in the same hotel 
suite and one, Ruella Welles (Teresa Wilkins) 
is about to be slain. A magical door leads 
them back to the past but can the woman be 
alerted in time? The second (Francine Gardner) 
is the prostitute who starts it all off and it is 
her life that will alter the most. Jessica Welles 
(Susannah Best) is the third and the last of the 
trio, drowned by her husband Reece Welles 
(Kyle Young) long ago. 

Gardner and Wilkins were the heart of the 
play and their acting together was stunning. 
Gardner is sharp and she is full of raw talent 
and will surely go further than this. But if 
Gardner was good, then Wilkins was better, 
commanding the stage with her presence. She 
was calm and at ease, oozing effortless grace - 
she captured the soul of audience. 

Given the limited space the set was effective, 
the passage of time truly compelling. The 
direction by Stuart Mitchell-Smith was subtle 
with minimal fuss, the production effervescent 
and vital. If credulity was stretched, (surely 
no hotel room could be unrefurbished for so 
long), then the humour flowed freely, Teresa's 
reflection on marriage was a favourite of mine. 
"Don't be ridiculous," she scolded - "No woman 
in their right mind would want to revisit her 
honeymoon." Ambitious and beautifully 
executed. 8/10

A spirited 
performance

text from 1881? Unfortunately Anna Fox's 
direction did not lend it enough modernity 
to Ibsen's Ghosts at Greenwich Theatre.

WHEN it came to 
k N Woolwich Poly choosing 
◄ a play to perform for the 
Connections Festival at 
Greenwich Theatre, it 
just had to be Henry - not Henry V but 
Lenny Henry, writes Peter Cordwell. 

The multi-talented funnyman 
wrote Soundclash for the National 
Theatre’s nationwide festival, and the 
Poly performing arts staff and young 
thespians soon decided that was the 
one for them. 

Lenny, who stars in Fences at the 
Duchess Theatre from June 19, 
told Scene: “I was at the National 
doing a Comedy of Errors when I 
became aware that the Connections 
programme was happening for young 
people. I was asked to write a play and 
I was very happy to do it. 

“I’ve been into hip-hop since I was 16 
or 17 and was one of those who tired 
to memorise all of Rapper’s Delight by 
The Sugarhill Gang. I never achieved 
it but I’ve always loved hip-hop, so 
the play is about rival DJ crews. It 
evolved into a play about knife crime 
because there is so much of it in our 
communities.” 

Lenny visited rehearsals at the 
Thamesmead schools and was 
obviously pleased with what he saw. 
“The play is funny and isn’t funny,” he 
said. “I got Akala - who is a wonderful 
rapper, to help with the rhymes and it 
all came together. It’s lovely to be at 
rehearsals and watch the students do 
it and enjoy it. I think they are great.” 

Ceejay Noble, aged 14, was one of 
the young actors not the least bit 
self-conscious in the play they have 
been working on since January. He 
told Scene: “I’ve been doing drama 
since I joined the school but this is my 
first extra-curricular play. It’s great 
fun and Lenny Henry said it’s looking 
good so far.

Foreshore discovery 
is Tudor for sure... 



THE remains of a Tudor wall 
have been unearthed on the 
Greenwich riverfront. 

Volunteers cleaning up the 
foreshore stumbled on the brick 
and wood structure in front of 
the Old Royal Naval College, 
which is thought to be part of the 
original river wall from the 1 6th 
century. 

A team from the Museum of 
London Archaeology excavated 
the site, and believe the structure 


was part of the Tudor's Palace of 
Placentia at Greenwich.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert.
